* GOD IS IN THE WAR. 

The principal thntoght which forces itself upon the 
n»ind, is, that God is in this tear. We cannot keep 
out of sight the Divine Providence, which is sure to 
punish evil—sure to put down the proud and raise 
the lowly—which judges nations, as men, by fixed 
and inevitable laws. For the sake of huT prosperity, 
our union, and our peace, we consented, during long 
years, to what we ourselves knew perfectly was 
uqjust and wrong. What was the natural conse¬ 
quence ? The South came to believe that we cared 
for nothing but money. As long as we were willing 
to concede, again and again, principle, honor, convic¬ 
tion, for the sake of union, peace and prosperity, 
they believed, and with good reason, that for the 
sake of peace, prosperity and union, we would con¬ 
cede every thing. If we had resisted at the first, we 
should never have come to this. 

But the great Power which presides over the 
world meant that we should do justice. He cares 
for all His children. There is with Him neither 
Jew nor Gentile, neither bond nor free, neither black 
nor white. So, refusing to do anything for the 
slave ; refusing to let the people go out of bondage ; 
plague upon plague has come upon us, until, at last, 
we have readied the darkness of Egypt and the 
death of the first-born. And now, finally, we are 
driven to the point of emancipation, not because 
we wish to emancipate, but because we must. What 
we would not do for the sake of justice and human¬ 
ity, we are compelled to do to save ourselves. We 
call on the negro, in our extremity, to save us. It 
will be a very strange illustration of the ways of 
God if the poor ignorant nsgro, trampled under foot 
of all, rises to the work of saving the American 
Union. “ As a military necessity,” says the Presi¬ 
dent; “As a military necessity,” says Gen. Butler. 
“ Don’t think we do it, because it is right, we say 
to mankind—“ do not so misunderstand us ; we do it 
because we cannot help it.” But it must be done. 
All men of any sagacity, no matter what were their 
previous opiuions, are fast coming to agree on this 
point. It must be done. The rebellion is slavery— 
and if we fight the rebellion we must fight slavery. 
Gen. Butler says the slaves are sure to be free. 
Wendell Phillips, as an Abolitionist, says Ins work 
is done. When the children of this world and the 
children of light are so emphatically agreed, I think 
that all between the two extremes will come to a 
like conclusion. Gen. Butler took seven pro-slavery 
Democratic Colonels with him to New Orleans, and 
they are all in favor of emancipation. Such is the 
logic of facts. 

The objections to negro .soldiers are coming to an 
end very rapidly. The low motive of selfishness 
must help soon to accomplish this result. When it 
comes to drafting, and the question is whether we 
shall refuse to let negroes be soldiers, and so increase 
the chance of being drafted ourselves and having opr 
sons drafted, I do not think there are many who will 
refuse to let them go. Col. Higginson and Col. 
Montgomery, in South Carolina and Florida, have 
demonstrated that they make good soldiers. They 
take discipline well, are obedient, are imitative, have 
a great deal of the love of approbation, which is an 
important motive in war ; and as to courage, cour¬ 
age in a soldier after he has been disciplined is a 
matter of course. Then they know the South ; are 
acquainted with the country ; are used to labor and 
hardship ; do not need half the equipage that white 
soldiers need, in marching ; and are not exposed so 
much to the diseases of Southern climates. If the 
war goes on I expect to see armies of negroes, all of | 
whom will acquire Belf-respect as United States sol¬ 
diers, and inspire respect in others. The wives and 
children will stay at their homes ; the men will come 
and enlist; and this will be the best education for 
liberty—the best kind of transition from slavery to 
freedom. 

People say, “ What will you do with the negroes 
if you free them ? ” Providence answers the ques¬ 
tion—make soldiers of them. Give the negro the 
opportunity he needs. This is a part of the solution 
of the problem, and so we had better accept it. 
Another part of it is, to make Florida and Texas 
free States, and let the negro go there and work for 
wages ; or work on land of his own, raising cotton 
by Iree labor. Free labor will supersede slave labor 
in a few years, if you give it this trial .—James Free¬ 
man Clarke's Fast Day Sermon. 


THE SLAVS STAMPEDE FROM MISSOURI. 

The “ deportation-without compensation ” movement 
is going on at such a formidable rate in Western Mis¬ 
souri as to threaten the absolute extirpation of slavery 
in that quarter in a short time. The slaves, not only of 
the border Counties, but of Counties low down on the 
river, are swarming across the line in droves, taking 
whatever movable property they can seize, and making 
their way, without molestation. On Friday night of 
last week, fifty ran away in a gang from Lafayette 
County, carrying off six wagons, eighteen horses, and 
one carriage. Nine of these belonged to Mr. Packard 
of the City Hotel, nine to H. Wallace, three to Gen. 
Vaughan, two to J. R. Graves, and two to Joseph 
Moreland. 

The Lexington Union states that during the last 
three weeks not less than 300 slaves have escaped from 
Lafayette County. These slaves all go t;o Kansas. 

The Kansas City journal of Commerce reports that a 
procession of six wagons, one carriage, five horsemen 
ami ten footmen passed through that place, last week, 
for Kansas. Each wagon contained from 10 to 12 per¬ 
sons—the whole numbering from 8o:to 90 self-emanci¬ 
pated “ chattels,” on their way to a land of liberty. 
Each family had a heterogeneous collection of house¬ 
hold furniture, rifles, shot guns, clothing, etc., in their 
wagons, and all appeared well supplied with the neces¬ 
saries of life. Such things are qf almost daily occur¬ 
rence in this part of the State ; and the papers report 
that a similar exodus is going on in other quarter's.— 
Tribune-

Fifteen intelligent contrabands arose, took up their 
beds, and walked from Andrew County to Kansas last 
week. They declared themselves disgusted with the 
proceedings of our State Legislature bn the emancipa¬ 
tion question, and expressed their entire want of confi¬ 
dence in the old State Convention, henpe they were 
thrown back upon their reserved rights ior emancipa¬ 
tion, deportation, etc. 

Prince L. Hudgens, of St. Louis, represents Andrew 
County ib the State Convention, and these darkies, as 
well as men of lighter hue, have very little confidence 
in his effecting much for the amelioration of the char¬ 
coal persuasion. One slave of Senator Wilson de¬ 
camped, leaving wqrd that he found it impossible to 
live with Dipali (his wife), and that circumstances of 
an entirely private nature compelled him to leave for 
Kansas. _

THE FUTURE OF THE NEGRO. 

Slang is often significant. It expresses what they 
that use it feel to be true, although they mean to 

iply the very opposite. Thus nicknames given in 
scorn and hatred have become watchwords and ral¬ 
lying cries of great movements and parties. The 
Gueux, or Beggars,In the Low Countries, the Hugue¬ 
nots in France, the Puritans in England, were all 
terms of reproach or ridicule, which were accepted 
as words of power. So Whig and Tory, Democrat 
and Radical, were appellations applied first by ene¬ 
mies and then taken lip by the parties themselves, as 
suitable designations enough to describe them, So 
for years, whilst this Civil War was only in supposi¬ 
tion, “ the Irrepressible Negro ” was one of the cant 
phrases of every section of pro-slavery politicians, 
conceived in.contempt and used in despite. They did 
not believe that the Negro could not be repressed. 
They meant anything rather than that. But they 
perceived that in all the complications of their poli¬ 
tics the Negro Would persist in intruding himself and 
often deranging, if not defeating, their best-laid 
schemes. It was Conscience that made cowards of 
them all. Like murderers, as they were, they could 
look nowhere wiihout seeing with their mind’s eye 
the ghosts of their victims. It was in. vain that all 
parties, excepting the Abolitionists, eagerly dis¬ 
claimed any intention of doing the Negro’s pleasure. 
All. parties found themselves forced into his service, 
whether they would or no, and doing his work in 
their own despite. At length, the slaveholders re¬ 
solved to see whether they could not escape from this 
pressure of destiny by withdrawing from the Union 
and setting up a polity of their own, built up upon 
the Negro as its foundation, in the hope that he would 
thus be effectually and forever repressed. And the 
Nation itself; almost up to the present hour, has been 
devising and contriving how it could preserve itself 
and subdue its Rebels, and yet keep the Negro pro¬ 
perly repressed and out of sight. But the laws of 
God and Nature are too strong to be repealed by 
Congress or dispensed with by Presidents, and the 
Negro is at this moment more irrepressible, at the 
North and in the South, than he has ever been. 

The Washington government has at last accepted 
the fact and made it the basis of a new action. 
Should the War last a year or two longer, and be 
prosecuted with the success which we may now 
honestly pray for, it is not unlikely that the Davis 
government may come to the same conclusion, and 
also accept the fact. That any war, foreign or do- 

ic, on a large seals, must end in the destruction 

of slavery we have ever held, and said, to be an 
axiom of political Idgic as well’ as of moral justice. 
When rogues fall out honest men come by their own 
again, and when oppressors quarrel the oppressed 
are like to get their rights. The progress of this 
war, its blunders and miscarriages and treasons 
have so plainly worked together to this end that, as 
Bonaparte said of the Pope at the time of the. Con¬ 
cordat, if there was no such thing as Providence, it 
would be necessary to invent it for the occasion. The 
virulence of Southern pro-slavery spite inaugurated 
the Rebellion and the bitterness of Northern pro- 
slavery malignity has so pervaded the management 
of the war, up to a recent point of time, with the pur¬ 
pose ofending it by a surrender pf everything worth 
having to bribe the Rebels back to govern us, that 
nothing but disaster and delay could be our portion. 
For we deserved nothing better as long as we put 
our forces into the hands of scarcely concealed trait¬ 
ors and kept spies of the enemy iu our own pay in 
every important department at Washington. For 
the first few months the Negro was pretty well kept 
out of sight. Patterson and McClellan, and even 
Butler, for a very short time, thought he could be 
repressed. But he soon broke forth, more irrepressi¬ 
ble than ever, and has been the main occasion of dis¬ 
cussion and argument and contrivance, for much 
more than the half of the war. The fighting qualities 
of the black man have been tried and not found 
wanting, and the whole North is now willing enough 
that he should fight their hattles for them. Happily, 
he cannot fight their battle without winning his own. 

If the Negro and his friends had had the disposing 
of events they could hardly have ordered them better 
than they have fallen out. Justice and right demand¬ 
ed a different course from that which has been pur¬ 
sued towards him. But if the voice of justice and 
right had been heeded, this war would have been 
impossible, for slavery would never have existed, or 
been long sines extinguished. It was out of the con¬ 
flict of selfishness, the collision of real or imaginary 
self-interests, that his chance, like that of all oppressed 
races or nations, was to arise. It has now sprung 
out of this confusion, and his future depends greatly 
ort the use he makes of that opportunity himself. And 
we rejoioe to believe that lie is conscious of the 
responsibility resting upon him and determined to 
discharge it faithfully for the advantage of himself | 
and his posterity. The black man has yet to pass 
through much tribulation and many wrongs to the 
full recognition of his equal rights of manhood and of | 
citizenship. Such a crime as slavery cannot pass 
away without a long series of penal consequences to 
the criminal parties, the immediate efleots of which 
must fall in the first instance oq his innocent head. 
Such a disease will not be cured without a sequela 
almost as afflictive as the malady itself. The refusal 
of• coOfriRssirius to competent colored men is an injus¬ 
tice and a hardship, and it does great honor to the 
intelligence and self-devotion of those brave men 
who have enlisted, that they have yielded the point 
to our vulgar prejudices. An' opportunity is what 
they have been waiting for, these long years, and 
they are too wise to refuse to seize it, because they 
are not allowed all they are entitled to. Rightly 
used, the shoulder-straps will inflow in due time and 
be the more honorable because well won. So the 
hardships to which the freedmen yet at the South 
and those who are asking 

__“ tlicir brethren of the earth 

To give them leave to toil,” 

at the North, are flagrant and most iniquitous. Per 
haps they are more immediately hard to bear than 
the organized bondage from which they have es¬ 
caped. But the laws of demand and supply will in 
Rue time settle this labor question. The farmers of 
the Western and Middle States who have permitted 
the odi olw black laws to be passed, or enforced, will 
feel bitterly in their pockets this Summer and the 


I next Autumn their mad rejection of the labor which 
was sent to their doors to supply the place of that 
e war had drained away. And as soon as the war 
over the demand for labor at the South must be 
such as it never knew before to repair damages and 
make <*ood its losses. Every laborer will be needed, 
and the stimulus of wages must, be substituted for 
that of-the lash to make it Sufficient for the needs. 
Those necessities will make the opportunity of the 
black man. 

We have said that this war cannot fail, sooner or 
later, to make the slaves freemen. The system of 
slavery cannot long survive, in any event, the shock 
which the war has given it. Such a villainy requires 
profound peace for its safety and prosperity. Even- 
should a separation be the end of the war, slavery 
would live but a crippled and distempered life, even 
where it still lingered. Should the Union armies 
prevail, as we have hope that they now will, win¬ 
nowed as they are of treason and incompetency, the 
end of slavery will have arrived. The proclama¬ 
tion would then attach to the territory actually held 
by our armies, Mr. Greeley and even Mr. Dana not 
dissenting, and tlie reconstruction, not of the Union, 
but of Southern Society, would begin on the basis of 
paid labor and the personal rights of the laborers. 
This will be the first and essential preliminary to the 
improved future of the Negro. His right to his own 
body and to the fruits of his toil, to his choice of 
employments and employers, of locomotion and per¬ 
sonal residence, mast be first established. On that 
foundation the edifice of his prosperity and happi- 
ness must be built up. He must mainly build it 
himself. It will greatly depend on his own industry, 
ingenuity, honesty and frugality. And the exercise 
of these virtues will be uuder great difficulties, 
requiring all the patience which his long servitude 
has fostered to surmount them. The white men will 
love him none the more that he is free. He will still 
have many hardships and acts of injustice and 
cruelty to endure; but he will have the encourage¬ 
ment of at least a possible futurity of success and 
prosperity. N6r will labors of his friends at the 
North cease when the material chains are stricken 
off his limbs. They will not be discharged from 
their service, though that service will be changed. 
While we hope that the Anti-Slavery Societies may 
expire with slavery at no distant day, the duties of 
iheir members to the emancipated slaves will not be 
at an end. Watchful eyes, ready pens, eloquent 
tongues and prompt hands will long be needed to do 
what can bo done to guard the experiment of Free¬ 
dom from the assaults of inveterate pro-slavery 
prejudice and hatred, at the North and the South. 
1'he Golden Age will not return with the legal Abo¬ 
lition of Slavery, nor yet will Justice descend at 
once from Heaven, after her long absence from the 
earth. But a better state of society, a surer pros¬ 
perity, greater security of civil rights, increased 
strength at home and a compelled respect abroad, 
will not fail to follow a righteous ending of this war, 
and that cannot be had without the guarantee of a 
[just and happy iuture to the Negro. 
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LETTER FROM. A CATHOLIC LADY. 

Oliver Johnson, Esq— Dear Sir: I do not. like to 
spoil a good deed, but I am too sorely tempted to 
longer resist asking gratitude for my consideration in 
sparing you a long and very earnest reply to some 
remarks of yours in The Standard of, I think, the 4th 
April, . .

pro-slavery in the worst sense of the word” ; a fact 
which, much as it tries me, I am not so simple as to 
attempt to deny, although I must protest against the 
natural inference your readers must d i£w..Ai'pui, it. 
The Catholic newspapers no more represent the true 
Catholic spirit thau the organs of Wood and his associ¬ 
ates express the real sentiments of Americans. 1 
hardly know sometimes, God forgive me for it, which 
I love the most, my country or my Chureh, and were 
1 to find between them a “divided duty,” I do not 
know how 1 could endure the state of misery to which 
i should be reduced. But the Imim at one is - the 
honor of the other, and the more Catholic 1 am, the 
more 1 must hate and detest that evil which is the curse 
of my country, as well as an abomination iu the eyes of 
my Chureh. 1 feel towards those who steal the livery 
of either Chureh or country to serve—I suppose i shall 
shock you if i finish the sentence as it should lie—just 
as much hatred and contempt as it is proper for a y ouug 
lady to feel, and a great deal more than she ought to 

Madam de Scael wished for one day of beauty ; more 
ambitioua ttiuu she, f would give much that is dearer 
to me than her fame to her, for one hour of unlimited 
eloquence, and 1 would employ it to the last second in 
freeing the Catholic Chureh from the faintest sus¬ 
picion of countenancing .slavery, or oppression in any 
form. As such a wish is not very likely to be realized, 
may i not. hope that in my humble way now, I may 
induce you, who can do it so well and effectually, to 
say some word for the strong auti-siavery, ardent 
Catholics, who, every day and almost every hour, are 
made to smart under the taunts of those who, supported 
by these same Catholic newspapers, firmly believe that 
Catholics, besides all manner, ot idolatrous practices,are 
sworn to kneel to the great idoi of slavery ? I have 
little reason to Suppose, however, that even if I were 
to write my long letter all over again 1 cOuld make 
you think it worth while to remember Cochin and the 
Qatqolic Bishop of Orleans in France, and, may I say 
it,-Rrownson and Bpsecraus in the United States, ail 
slavery haters and. emancipation advocates, aithougn 
: Catholics, for to those not personally interested it seems 
: a sm'ali matter iu these great times. Yet with what 
delight hundreds of us would hail a terrible lashing 
of these, our - prefended representatives, and our real 
defamers! 

I scarcely know hoy? to apologize for haying, despite 
my good resolutions, written you so informally on a 
subject which eau be of but small interest to you ; i; 
dues not seem fair to plead the very great pleasure 
which f take iu reading The Standard, aud my burn 
ing desire that it may some time find it worth while to 
think well of those who thiuk so decidedly well of i t, 
and its principles. I thank you very much for your 
kindness Co my rhymes, but beg you not to spare my 
feelings in rejecting all that your charity eaunot will¬ 
ingly receive.

riean sculptors of our day have been gravitating 
rd decorative art. A large majority of works of 
this kind are the faces or-figures of pretty girls and 
diildren, out of which all traces of soul havo been 
elaborated away in a mare aim at prettiness and tue- 
iCal finish. These emasculations, in a spirit of 
weak sentimentality, are called, incessantly, “ Hope,” 
Faith,” or “Innocence,” to suit the pleasure of the 
purchaser, and may be changed at his sweet will, so 
that one statue can be made to do service for a whole 
gallery of sentiments. So much multiplied lias this 
ass of work become, and so ostentatiously has it been 
trust before the public, that they have almost come. 
i think that nothing better is worthy of their notice. 
It is not a little refreshing, therefore, to find a man 
can grapple successfully with the higher requi¬ 
sites Of his noble art. 

The genuine interest and admiration which Mr. J. 
Q. A. Ward's work attracts is a symptom of a healthy 
change. 

Here is the simple figure of a semi-nude negro, sit¬ 
ting, it may bq on the steps of tlie Capitol, a fugitive, 
resting his arms upon his knees, his head turned 
eagerly piercing into the distance for his ever vigilant 
enemy, his hand grasping his broken manacles with an 
energy that bodes no good- to his pursuers. A simple 
story, simple and most plainly told. There is no de¬ 
parture from the negro type. It shows the black man 
he runs to-day. It is no abstraction, or bit of meta¬ 
physics that needs to be labeled or explained.. It is a 
fact, and not a fancy. He is all African. With a true 
and honest instinct, Mr. Ward has gone among the race, 
and from the best specimens, with wonderful patience 
and perseverance, has selected and combined, and 
from this race alone erected a noble figure—a form 
that might challenge the admiration of an ancient 
Greek. It is a mighty expression of stalwart manhood, 
Whb how, thanks to the courage and genius of the 
artist, stands forth for the first time to assert in the 
face of the world’s prejudices that, with the best of j 
them, he has at least an equal physical conformation. 

We have seen no work of modern American sculp- 
ire which equals this in artistic ability. It is genu¬ 
inely original. It has been studied from nature, not 
lost Americau statues, in the galleries of the old 
world. In its individual parts, there are no plagiar- 
Irom the Apollo. In all the galleries of ancient 
art, no sculptured man sits in this posture 
embodies the same or a similar sentiment. The great 
s, as well as the minuter details, are felt with all 
a Greek’s eye for an expressive and harmonious whole 
In this statue there is no skin-deep work. His mus 
eles swell to a definite purpose, and though they cover 
they still account for the underlying mechanism. 

Mr. Ward’s name is one more added to the long list 1 
of eminent Ohio sculptors which claims a Clevenger 
and a Powers. He has been highly and widely praised 
for his statue of the great Western Pioneer Kenton, 
which he designed for his native State. His “ Indian 
Hunting Boy ” was the gem of the last year’s exhibi¬ 
tion. This exquisite statuette was remarkable for its 
fidelity to the physical, mental and moral character 
of the savage. Thq. wild “ varmint” of the woods, 
peering aud hurrying along the track of his game, 
himself an animal fierce and instinctive as the dog by 
his side, was a great refreshment after our plumed, 
bald-headed, Roman-nosed and 'immemorial acquaint¬ 
ance, the Indian of English Poetry, of bank notes, 
school orations and the stage. Mr. Ward’s negro has 
i same veracity—is neither a saint nor a sinner, but 
ery “ likely ” contraband, making his fight against 
the many arid dreadful disadvantages of his constitu- 
o'ri. his condition find'his race. 

This fidelity to the actual, we take to be the first 
and indispensable condition of real influences in a work 
rt Without it we can have no hold on strong 
minds and strong hearts ; we cannot even arrest tlie 
final judges',' men of reality, earnest for fact as the 
weapon with which they must do the work of the 
world. Is this negro, then, a bona fide' negro—the 
genuine article 

The final question will fie, whether he makes a good 
and sufficient fight. When the difficulties are fairly 
shown, is there yet manhood enough in the figure to 
natch them? Here is the round head, the flat¬ 
tened face, .the air, well felt -through all his energy, of 
long oppression before superior force—here are all 
the elements of his tragedy; now, is there fire enough 
him to convert them all to mere fuel for the flame 
of heroism ? Is our negro a load or a lift 1 
But the significance of this figure is not narrowed 
by its individuality, or confined to that. This joy of 
escape from bondage to self-reliance; this mind di¬ 
vided betyveen evasion and resistance ; this determine!} 
vigilance, theguard audprice of freedom, is not merely 
or mainly an incident of the passing day, In its largest 
meaning, this is the Btory of every exodus, and' so is 
a piece not only of our own time and history, but of all 
history aud of universal time. 

That the figure 'is well placed, find, as a mere figure, 
is very largely, as well as accurately conceived and 
modeled, no intelligent student will fail to see. As a 
spiritual presence, a spark and kindler of imagination, 
while we feel—we cannot, of course, measure or de¬ 
fine—rts power, it has no prettiness or pettiness—not 
enough of action or incident to interfere with the full 
effect of character or personal arid impersonal force, 
ft is, in every respect, an effort in the right direction 
an example of true, not counterfeit ideality; a work 
that wilt not dwindle or vanish before our eyes.

“Mr. Russell—Well, then, sir, I must respectfully 
decline to sit as j uryman with this nolo red inau. 

" Justice Richards—Well, then, f shall fine you. 

“ Mr. Russell—And if I do not pay' the fine ? 

“Justice Richards—X shall send you down below 
(to gaol). 

“ Mr. Russell—Well. (Here Mr. Russell left the jury 
box) 

“Justice Richards—Mr. Clerk, what is that man’s 
name leaving the box ? 

“ The Clerk (Ireland)—Mr. Thomas Russell, my lord. 

“ Justice Richards—Weil, then, record a fine of five 
pounds against Mr. Thomas Russell. 

•• Mr. Sargeson Verrall, standing in his place in the 
jury box—My lord, 1 am ill able to pay a line ot five 
pounds, but realty 1 cannot sit here, but go to the ceils. 
(Here Mr. Verrall left the jury box.) 

“Justice Richards—Mr. Clerk, what is the name of 
that man who is now leaving the jury box? 

“ Mr. Clerk—Mr. Sargeson Verrall, my lord, 

“Justice Richards—Record a flue of five pounds 
against him, too. (A pause.) Call some more jurors 
to till up the places of those who have left the box. 

“ The Clerk then proceeded to Call the names ot Mr. 

Mofkeraon Of 
Both well, who took the vacant seat and were sworn ill 
as jurymen in the room of Mr. Russell and Mr. Verrall, 
who retused to sit.”

Vallaniugiiam Arrested.— The Hon. 0. L. Vallaudig- 
liam was arrested at his residence in Dayton, Ohio, 
Tuesday, by a military force seut up from Oinciuuati 
by Gen. Burnside. The Soldiers were obliged to batter 
down two or three doors of his house before they could 
reach his room aud take him. His friends then rung 
the fire-bells and called out the people, when an attempt 
was made to rescue him, but it failed, and he was car¬ 
ried off' to Cincinnati. The mob subsequently cut all 
the telegraph wires iu Dayton and set The Journal 
office on fire. Property to the amount of $39,000 
destroyed.

Yet Stoneinan found deep 
mud on his wild journey in the rear of the rebels, and 
Hooker found enough of it not far from the banks of 
the Uappahanndck. 

The Baltimore Sun of yesterday morning contained 
the following article in its local columns. As a part 
of the history of the times, and a very important part, 
I incorporate it with my letter : 

A demonstration of riot occurred at tiie President 
street station yesterday forenoon, which at one time 
threatened to be serious in its results, but which was 
quickly checked by the military. A colored surgeon, 
named Alexander Arigusta, with the rank of major, in 
charge of the contraband hospital in Washington, was 
passing through the city, and while in the oars at tlie 
President street depot was observed by Some persons 
who were in that vicinity. His presence in military 
uniform at once created excitement, and several went 
' j car to make an assault on him. His epaulettes 
•ipped from his shoulders, when he called on the 
military guard at the depot for protection. A large 
crowd soon assembled, and it was deemed advisable to 
conduct him to the office of Col. Fish, where he would 
be protected until the time for the train to start. A 
crowd of Some two hundred persons followed, and 
while on the way several of them struck Augusta: 
Charles W. Hancock was arrested by the guard aud 
lodged in the central police station. 

“ The throng followed to the office of Col. Fish, and 
lingered for some time in the street in front. Shortiy 
beiore one o’clock Lieut. Morris, with a guard of 
detectives in citizens’ clothing, started with Augusta 
for the depot. A crowd gathered as they walked 
along the streets, and when at the corner of Pratt and 
President streets a rush was made, and a party, who 
gave the name of James Dunn, dealt the major a poioer- 
I fid blow on the nose, which caused the blood to doie copi- 
1 ously. The guard immediately drew their'revolvers 
and pressed the throng back, while Lieut. Morris 
caught Dunn and sent him back to bis quarters. Au¬ 
gusta was got safely on board the train and went 
Nprth. The parties arrested are now; confined, at, the 
central police station, and will be tried by military 
commission on the charge of insurrection and sedition. 
The excitement subsided immediately after the depart¬ 
'd of the party whose presence Created it.” 

I think it will be difficult for any respectable man 
(and by the word respectable I meana man who is not 
a dog, who is not entirely lost to all sense of what is 
fair and decent)—it will be difficult for any respecta¬ 
ble man to read this article through with a placid coun¬ 
tenance. Here was an innocent 'colored man, who was 
the .service of the United States as a surgeon. If 
any blame attaches to anybody, eveu admitting the 
cOlorphobists to be right,.the colored surgeon was not 
be censured.by any one. The government accepted 
hisservices and commissioned him, yet the villainous 
rowdies of Baltimore attempted to kill this unoffend¬ 
ing man, simply because h e accepted the commission: 
1 wait now to see. whether 'br. no Mr. Stanton defends 
parchment, He has commissioned Dr. Augusta. 
The rebels of Baltimore have, said plainly in his face, 
if you commission a negro; we will kill him. If you 
put epaulettes upon his shoulders, we Will tear them 
I hear that Mr. Stanton will see to it that the 
offenders in the riot are severely punished, and will 
make such an example a3 will render it safe hereafter 
for a colored officer ,to pass through Baltimore. I 
trust this is so,for if ikis uot, if the government winks 
such things, it will break down in its new policy, 
we are to have a negro army, the government must 
give to it all the rights dad privileges of a whi te army. 
There most be no hesitation on this point. Better burn 
Baltimore even with the ground than permit any agent 
enfc la ba delihaasaLtAljr tabbed in the 
streets. This brutal attack upon Dr. Augusta is the 
first outbreak in the border country against the policy 
of employing colored men to fight in this war. As it 
the first, the government must show that it is deter¬ 
mined to defend its deliberately-chosen position with 
all the military power at its command. If Mr. Linooln 
hesitates in this matter* he is lost. I have noticed 
Washington that but one thing availed against color- 
phobia, and that was military power. The feeling 
against the'Colored man along the border, or rather I 
should say the free colored man, is fiendish, but it gives 
way to bayonets. The cowardly wretch who attempts 
the life of a black man simply because he is a black 
man, will cower before the loaded musket or the 
charged bayonet. It is the only way to put down and 
extinguish negro hate in the midst of this great civil 
war. We have no time for other means, which require 
teaching, preaching and long-suffering. Let the can¬ 
non’s mouth speak the word that shall suppress the 
negro hate of the semi-secessionists of the border. I 
mean simply by this, that the men who will venture to 
attack colored persons in the service of the govern¬ 
ment must be dealt with in a summary manner. Only 
in this way can the government triumph.
